Transvaal Eepiy to Great Brit- 


ain is Unsatisfactory 


Situation is Hopeless Unless the Imperial 


Government- Backs Down. Herbert 


Spencer Writes on Behalf of Peace 


Cape Town, Sept, 16— Further tele- 


grams today confirm the forecast of the 
reply of the Transvaal to Great Britain, 
which does not accept the demands of 
the British government as a whole. 
There is great excitement in Pretoria 
over the consequences which may en- 
sue. The young Bo%rs are asking to be 
led into the field immediately. The feel- 
ing here is that it will be impossible 
for the imperial gorernment and undig- | 
nified on its part to again enter upon 
the interchange of arguments.

Situation All But Hopeless 


London, Sept. 16— -Information from

tance is proceeding continuously- The 
situation is now regarded as all but 
hopeless, unless Great Britain retreats 
from her position. The dispatches add: 
"The governments of the two republics 
consider the Transvaal should refuse 
to concede anything further, and it is 
believed the Boers will have the sup- 
port of all Afrikanders throughout 
South Africa. It is now de-finitely stated 
that Orange Free State r.as agreed to 
unite with the Transvaal in resisting 
the British claims." 


BrIUdi Dominion Is the Folut 


Out of all the numerous channels 


through which South African news 
reaches London not one gives the faint- 
est hope that the Boer reply will be 
favorable, the majority taking the view 
that war is extremely probable. Boer 
representatives here and on the contia- 
ent reiterate that the British govern- 
ment is allowing itself to be influenced 
by those wanting British dominion over 
the whole of South Africa and convic- 
tion of the truth of this is so firrnlr 
rooted in the minds of the burghers 
that it is impossible to hope they will 
accept the constantly proffered friendly 
advice regarding the settling of the 
matter 
on Great Britain's present 


terms. 


How to Do It 


Speculation regarding 
the 
events 


that would immediately precede and 
follow hostilities with the Transvaal 
continues to occupy public attention. 
It appears no declaration of war is 
necessary. The process, according to 
good authority, would be a proclama 
tion by the British high commissioner, 
Sir Alfred Milner, stating- the con- 
vention of London was anmiled and 
that Queen Victoria had resumed the 
government of the country known as 
the South African republic. The gen- 
eral comanding the British expedition- 
ary force would be then instructed to 
occupy the Transvaal and hold it until 
a fresh government should be estab- 
lished. When the country should be 
pacified, a, commission, doubtless in- 
cluding all classes of the inhabitants 
of the Transvaal, would be appointed 
to draft a new constitution. 


Taking the Queen'* Shilling 


That all this is easier said than done 


is quite palpable even to the most en- 
thusiastic Englishmen. Estimates of 
the strength of the Boers widely di- 
verge. John Morley has referred to 
them as able to put an army of 50,000 
men in the field, while the war office 
officials seem to think that 25,000 is all 
they can muster. As a matter of fact, 
their strength enirely depends upon

from 


Orange Free State and other armies, 
which it is impossible to gauge. The 
present atmosphere of war has enor- 
mously stimulated army recruiting.

Shoe* Too Good lor Price* 


Lynn, Mass., Sept. 16.—The failure or 


the Hurley Shoe company, with such 
enormous liabilities, has set the shoe 
manufactuiers of Lynn talking, us it 
was entirely unexpected. Again the 
danger of engaging in the manufacture 
of a special shoe is brought into promi- 
nence by the failure of a fourth firm in 
this city in Cde past year, which had 
dropped the sta-nd'aid lines for a special 
shoe manufactured at a special price. 


While there are fortunes {pr the few 


in a special shoe which \\insthefavorot 
the pubiilc, the women's shcjp manufac- 
turers who have made a success of a 
apecial shoe are in the proportion of one 
to five of those who have tried and failed. 
A retired manufacturer who retains a 
keen interest in the shoe business of th& 
country, and especially of Lynn, declares 
that he was fully prepared for the fail- 
ures which have been such a disappoint- 
ment to the people interested in the 
growth of the city and its industries, 
who believe that in advertising and in- 
troducing a special shoe of Lynn make, 
the city was benefited as much as the 
manufacturer. He believes that the rise 
in price of all the material which enters- 
into a shoe has been mainly responsible 
for the collapse of these firms and the 
^condition of the leather market has 
weighed d-oiibly hard on this class of 
manufacturers. 


"They have tied themselves down to a 


certain grade of shoe made for a fixed 
price" he said, "and no allowance is 
made for the fluctuations in the price of 
materials, which the manufacturer of 
standard lines of shoes is prepared for 
and overcomes easily by changing the 
grade of his goods or insisting on an, 
ir.icrease in price when the supply market 
takes an upward-rise. Another great 
trouble is that many makers of special 
shoes are selling too good an article for 
the money. They underestimate the 
cost of selling the. shoe. 


The margin of profit that would insure 


a handsome return, to the standard 
shoe manufacturer vanishes before 
the increased expanses «hich the man 
who engages in thet manufacture of a 
particular shoe for a particular price 
has to meet. When prices are normal or 
low, special shoe manufacturers can coin 
money, but only a few of them can sur- 
vive such an abnormal condition of 
high pricag in the leather and supply 
market without going to the wall." 


One manufacturer of a popular, well 


advertised shoe says that while profits 
have been cut dojyn, he will make up by 
making more shot's and decreasing the 
expense of manufacturing. Another firm 
manufacturing a special shoe is receiv- 
ing an advance of 25 cents per pair, ami 
will further increase it if necessary. 
The refusal of customers to pay the in- 
crease in price has forced one firm to 
tlrop some if its special lines, and changa 
the grade of others. 


Firms who had laid off their cutters 


Until the price question had been settled 
with the jobbers, have er^ry department 
In the factory running, and many of the 
factories have all the orders that they 
Dan fill. Mr. Currier of the firm of Lud- 
fly & Currier, declares that the general 
Bhoe business of the city is on a better 
basis than it ever has been, as the manu- 
facturers have at last a firm footing on 
the price question ar.d the labor problem, 
has settled itself, the workmen recog- 
nizing that they could not keep the 
wages paid in this city at the high figure 
which prevailed when Lynn was practi- 
^alIy the shoe city of New England1. 
There have been no cutdowns and no 
labor disputes beyond trifling differences 
for the past two years, except in a very 
few shops, and relations between the 
manufacturers and employes are on a 
better footing than formerly. An in- 
trea.se of business has followed' the lull 
caused by the sparring about prices for 
the spring trade, and both employers 
tnd employed are facing the future 
ivith cheerfulness and hope.

FOR MISUSE OF THE MAILS 


Indictments Returned Against Several 
Western Massachusetts Defendants 


'A. number of 
indictments against 


Western 
Massachusetts 
defendant? 


were returned by the federal grand 
jury yesterday in the- United States 
district court at Boston before Judge 
Lowell. The most important case is 
that of Frank L. Holliday of Turners 
Falls, who is acucsed of using the mail 
in pursuance of a scheme to defraud. 
The indictment against him contains 
three counts. It is alleged that he sent 
through the mail drafts to brokers, 
asking them to accept them and give 
him credit, and allow him to speculate 
through them on credit. Counsel for 
the defendant •« as given a few days in 
which to file any motion with respect 
to the indictment. Holliday will not bo 
tried this term. Edward F. Curtin was 
indicted for embezzling- a letter contain- 
ing $4 from the postoffice at Holyoke. 
He was a special delivery boy. and in 
view of the circumstances at his home 
he was released upon recommendation 
of Assistant District Attorney Casey, 
the indictment being placed on file. 
Abbie Roberts, the Hinsdale colored 
woman, was indicted for passing coun- 
terfeit money, and was sent to Shor- 
boi-n for two years and six months. 


George A. Stamas was indicted for 


secreting a postal card addressed to one 
Staiios. He is in business in Pittsfiold, 
and in the same street Stanos does 
business. 
Occasionally the letter car- 


rier1 leaves mail addressed to Stanos in 
Stamas' place. Some time ago a postal 
addressed to Stanos wo.s loft in Stamns' 
store. The latter read it. A singular 
coincidence In canenction with the pos- 
tal is that the writing referred to Stam- 
as and his wife. Tt cast a reflection 
upon them, and Stamas kept it. with a 
•view, he said, of having1 the author 
prosecuted. He did not, however, carry 
out his intention, and subseouentlv 
turned the postal over to the postofflce 
authorities at their demand. He was 
fined $20. Mr. Casey recommending it. 
Tames McKenna of Pittsfieid was In- 
dicted for sending obscene 
matter 


through the mall. He waa defaulted, 
and a capias was issued for his arrest. 
Guiseppl Ranlerl of Pittsfieid was In- 
flicted for sending- an obscene letter 
through the mail. 


The last named is the Italian arrest- 


ed in. Pittsfieid by Captain Dimeen and

SOURKK COCKBAN. 


Mr. Cockran defined prosperity as an 


abundance of commodities fairly distrib- 
uted among those who produce the-m. 
He said he hoped to establish that there 
cannot be abundant production of com- 
modities without an extensive distribu- 
tion of them in the form nf wages in a 
country wherein prosperity is based upon 
freedom. Continuing, hs said: 


"To all this, my friends, the remedy 


is publicity. 
A statute, which would 


modify but slightly, if at all. the exist- 
ing laws of every state, would make this 
species of fraud impossible. 


"No corporation has a right to secrecy 


in the discharge of its duties. 
No one 


anxious to perform an honest service 
to thp public and its stockholders will 
seek secrecy or will insist on it. 
This 


spirecy is the cloak behind which all these 
frauds are perpetrated. We have but to 
provide a simple statute, that any stock- 
holder shall have the right to examine 
the books of a company, and know 
everything about its concerns. 
And 


that is the law today, if the courts would j 
enforce it. 
In addition to that, every ! 


corporation should be compelled to file 
with the secretary of state when it or- 
ganizes a statement of property, and 
• 


then let the public buy at any capitaliza- j 
tion it chooses to .make. 
Every year it 


should report to some competent au- 
thority a full statement of its business. 
That is the law today in nearly every 
state, and it is always evaded. The re- 
ports are misleading where they are not 
Incomprehensible. 
L,et those reports be 


fair, honest statements of their business, 
and then finally extend the powers of 
your superintendents of insurance and 
banking to all corporations, and let these 
reports be verified and then you will 
have honest management of corpora- 
tions, and this public distrust and hatred 
of corporate entities tvill disappear from 
the minds of a nberty-Iovinjr 
people, 


j .Against th« monopoly that depends upon 


government, favored In any shape or 
form, there 1 am as truly opposed as any 
gentleman, pven from Texas. But, when 
we come to consider an organization 
which dominates the market without 
any aid from government, we face a 
proposition of a radically opposite char- 
acter. 


"Let us see what the objection to that 


is. 
We ar* told that, it defeats compe- 


| tition, but that is an obvious mistake. 


I must say that an industrial organiza- 
tion that cheapens to me the cost of 
something I need, I regard as a benefit. 


"Monopoly is a word which suffers 


from a very bad name, and deservedly 
BO. 
It has been associated for ages 


v.'itli the very worst form of government 
practices. 
I do not believe that there 


Is any single industry existing in this 
country today that is a monopoly in the 
sense in which that word can be used. 


"I believe tho Standard Oil company, 


which is generally considered the laad- 
ing monopoly, supplies about 62 percent 
of tho entire product of all its consumers. 
But I suppose a better word would be a 
dominating industrial enterprise. 
! 


The fre'.Hlernen who cbject in this form 


of 
domination or monopoly on 
the 


ground that it destroys competition, are 
Illogical. 
H doas not destroy competi- 


tion. 
It is the very product of compe- 


tition. 
You ,-annot have competition 


•without competitors, and if you have 
competitors, one must prevajl. 
The 


competition of men in any department 
of human endeavor, if it be absolutely 
free, always develops excellence, and cx- 
sellcnce is monopoly. 
He who sells 


cheapest must always dominate the 
market. 
I have heard it said that the 


successful industry throws the men who 
cannot serve me so well out of employ- 
ment. 
These great industrial trusts. I 


do not beliove. have thrown anybody out 
of employment who deserves employ- 
ment. 
Thr-re have toon two or three 


great industrial changes, and my firm 
belief is that 3 period of inrUistria' 
change is a period of apprehensions that 
are never realized. I think I could dem- 
onstrate here that anything which 
theapens a commodity or article, and, 
therefore, in-irea&es the volume of tho 
commodity, cannot throw anybody out 
of employment. 
As soon as the rail- 


roads became so far organized that the 
htage coach was driven out, the demand 
for drivers and horses to distribute mer- 
chandise and passengers from railway 
stations was more than three times 
greater llinn the demand for drivers o( 
Btage coachfiK. 
When there was con- 


structed a machine for the manufacture 
of sho"s tho cohblftr bemoaned his fate, 
and tho we;ivor, working for ainisernble 
pittance, bemoaned the approach of |K/l 


clay when the steam loom would deprive 
him of the bare crust he was able to 
earn, but the putting of newer 
and 


cheaper goods on the market gave em- 
ployment to many men, and the cobbler 
was taken from the cellar and the weav- 
er from his back room and placed in a 
light and airy factory, and he got bet- 
ter wages. 


"One gentleman here declared that 


this method of combination must be 
stopped because 30,000 commercial travel- 
ers had been thrown out af employment, 
Suppose that a new industrial organiza- 
tion produces results of great •moment 
to 70,000.000 of people, cheapens the cost 
of some article of necessity; and suppose 
it did throw 30.000 out of employment, 
would you hold back the general welfare 
of the community to suit that particular 
30,000? If we do it for 30,000 we ought to 
do it for 15,000 or 1000; if for 1000, why not 
for one. 


"The man who is displaced by one ele- 


ment of progress is not absolutely re- 
tired from the field of industry, but he is 
transferred from one field where he Is 
no longer most useful, to another where 
his capacities are sure of greater devel- 
opment." 


Mr. Cockran referred to the manner In 


which Mr. Bryan secured the nomination 
for the presidency an£ asked if anybody 
would deny that the i'esult of that free 
competition was the selection of the best 
man qualified. 


Continuing, Mr. Cockran said: "Inmy 


judgment there is but one test of pros- 
perity which is absolutely infallible, 
that is the rate of wages paid to labor. 
One of the most hopeful signs of our fu- 
ture prosperity is that the movement of 
wages is upward. Labor unions do not 
affect the rate of wages much at all. 
And yet they are of enormous benefit to 
the whole body of the community. The 
great strikes of this country have arisen 
from the refusal of the employers to dis- 
cuss the question at issue between them 
and their employes, with the agents that 
the employes select. There is no reason 
why a state should not provide by a 
properly framed law that where a. public 
service is interrupted by the failure of a 
corporation to discharge the function 
for which it holds a franchise, that the 
attorney general should bring an action 
to forfeit the franchise it has received. 
If these great corporations exercising 
public franchises be compelled to set an 
example of discussing matters with 
their employes the results will be so 
beneficent that all other employers of 
lahor will be eager to follow their ex- 
ample. 


"We must extend theprinciple of broth- 


erhood and co-operation into our indus- 
trial system, for it is that which under- 
lies it." 


The inevitable desire of all Americans 


to win their fight appears to hamper the 
work of the conference. 
Ever since the 


first day of the session there has been a 
pronounced desire to count noses to see 
which side will have a majority. 
At 


first it was the anti-trust faction which 
protested that it was not to have a fair 
hearing and its claims given an adequate 
presentation. Now the pro-trust faction 
is complaining that the anti-trust men 
are being allowed too many privileges, 
and are given more time and chance to 
speak. 


All this strife, with the disturbing dis- 


cussion as to the effect the conference 
will have on the great political parties, 
is making this conference more like a 
great convention, and the oft-declared 
statement that "I am here to listen 
rather than to speak" has become ab- 
surd. 
All efforts are now being directed 


toward gaining advantage, and one 
hears more arguments and speculation 
as to the outcome nf the fight over the 
committee on resolutions than over the 
real question. 
That is to say, the time 


for serious reflection on the subject it- 
self sems to have passed, and both sides 
are lined up as partisans eager for wordy 
combat and directing all energies to- 
ward gaining their ends. 


The Bryan-Cockran case is an indica- 


tion of the trend of affairs. 
It would 


seem to be the fate of these two men to 
come before the country at the same 
time to discuss a leading question. 
It 


will be remembered that the two great 
speeches made for and against the in- 
come provision of the Wilson bill were 
made by Mr. Bryan and Mr. Cockran. 
So, in the campaign 'of 1S9S, these two 
men were the chief orators- on the gold 
and silver sides of the money question. 
So far Corkran has been the command- 
ing figure of the conference. 


There have been no new ideas brought 


forth f any consequence. It has been 
stated that no one was moving for the 
abolition of trusts, but that statement 
must be qualified. The radical anti- 
trust people are really advocating this 
sort of thing, but it does not seem possi- 
ble that they will have much weight in 
the conference, as they all, HkeGovernor 
Pingree, are very chary of processes by 
which this is to be done, except the Ar- 
kansas man who wished the trust to be 
considered an outlaw and to be proceed- 
ed against criminally.' There is yet no 
answer to the argument that many 
states have anti-trust laws, but they 
have not been enforced. 


Morley's Retort. 


Manchester, Sept. 16.—John Morley, 


while addressing a peace meeting here 
last night, was frequently interrupted 
by rries of "Majuba Hill" and other 
anti-Boer demonstrations. 
In retort- 


ing to the interruptions. Mr. Morley said: 
"A year or two ago the United States 
saw only one aspect of war; and what 
are they doing today? 
They are re- 


penting. 
They have their.yellow press 


Rnd we have our yellow press. If I am 
asked to speak in this hall a year or two 
later, I shall find those who now oppose 
me repenting also." 


Helping Along a Boycott. 


London, Sept. 16.—The Daily Mail, 


which is still booming a boycott of the 
Paris exposition, publishes dispatches 
from Paris and Nice that deecribe "in- 
sults in thft streets" to Americans and 
British. 
Its correspondents 
refer to 


these incidents as indications that the 
people of both nations should avoid go- 
Ing to Prance, especially the Riviera, 
and declare that the house agents there 
are in despair at the prospect of a bad 
Kason. 


Henry Delegal Acquitted: 


Guyton, Ga., Sept. 16.—Henry Delegal, 


colored, was yesterday acquitted of the 
charge of criminal assault on a white 
woman in Mclntosh county. This was 
the affair out of which grew the Darien 
riots. The cases of Edward and Mallnda 
Delogal, charged with being accessories 
to the muraer of Sheriff Townsend, were 
hogun yesterday. 
These are the last 


of the Darien riot case*. 


WAR DRAWING NEARER, 


Boers Not Inclined to Yield to All 


the Demands of Great Britain, 


Will Adhere to the Seven 


Years' Franchise Law. 


Claim to Have Been Misled by Chamberlain 


and Diplomatic Agent Greene. 


London, Sept. 16.—In the forecasts of 


President Kramer's reply there is un- 
doubtedly a large basis of truth, which 
seems to bring the dispute within a mea- 
surable distance of war. 


Last evening the Press association is- 


sued a statement to the effect that as 
soon as the garrison in Natal had been 
sufficiently strengthened, the Transvaal 
government would be called upon to 
complete a new convention already 
drafted which, while guaranteeing the 
Integrity of the Transvaal state, pro- 
vides for the demolition of the forts and 
limits the armed force of the Trajisvaal 
to a number deemed sufficient to main- 
tain internal order. 


According to the Press association, the 


convention will demand that the diplo- 
matic agencies be suppressed and the 
judiciary be made independent of the 
executive. • 


This statement, which realizes the ex- 


treme demands of the outlenders, must 
be accepted under reserve at the present 
«tage, but it is not unlikely to be a semi- 
official hint as to the next move of the 
government, should President Kruger 
prove obdurate. 


A special dispatch from Pretoria says: 


The Transvaal's reply will be on the 
following lines: 


The Transvaal adheres to the seven 


years' franchise law, but is willing- to 
consider, and, if necessary, to adopt any 
suggestions Great Britain may make 
with regard to the working of the law. 


In regard to the other points of Mr. 


Chamberlain's dispatch, the Transvaal 
boldly stands by the London conven- 
tion. It is said that the reply is couched 
in polite terms. 


State Secretary Kelts, in the course of 


an interview, expressed some doubt as 
to whether any alteration would be mada 
in the existing franchise law, but said 
he believed a way should and could be 
found to establish an arbitration court. 
"As to suzerainty, the least said the 
soonest mended," remarked the state 
secretary. 


The Pretoria correspondent 
of The 


Times, in his forecast of the Transvaal's 
reply, declares that the Boers will lay 
stress upon the seven-year 
franchise 


raw, though offering to consider British 
suggestions as to the working, and for 
the rest take their stand upon the Lon- 
don convention.. 


The Pretoria correspondent of The 


Daily Chronicle says: 
Ths Boers as- 


sert that Mr. Greene (British diplomatic 
agent at Pretoria) knew it was their 
intention to adopt the attitude they have 
regarding suzerainty, and that he tacitly 
encouraged 
them, as the documents 


show.

he and Milner are responsible, have pro- 
duced an o'fflcial atmosphere in which 
any thing: is possible. * At "the same time 
Mr. Hofmeyer and practically every 
member of the Cape Afrikander party 
have wired, urging acceptance of the 
British demands.

Washington, Sept. 16.—Some time ago 


! Admiral Schley applied to the navy d°- 


• partment for sea service. 
At present he 


I Is at the head of the retiring board. Th"

request and has notified him to hold 
himself in readiness to command the 
South Atlantic station. 
The 
depart- 


ment is about to take steps to make the 
command commensurate with his rank 
by increasing considerably the number 
of vessels on the station. 
The Cincin- 


nati probably will go there; the Detroit 


i is already on her way to join, and the 


Marblehead is likely to be attached. 
Altogether there will be five or aix ships 
on the station when the quota is filled. 
It is said at the department that with a 
threatened war in South Africa, which 
is part of the station, and the disturbed 
conditions in South and Central Amerca. 
the South Atlantic command is likely 
to become an important one in the near 
future. 


The Pretoria correspondent of the 


Manchester Guardian says: 
The sit- 


uation has become extremely grave. 
The material changes'in the'draft of the 
reply delivered to Mv. Greene are due to 
representations from,Bloemfontein and 
the disposition of the volksraad. 


The dispatch then gives what purports 


to be a summary of the reply, which is 
similar to the other forecasts, concluding 
as follows: 
The Transvaal feels at 


liberty to depart from the joint inquiry, 
which she accepted in the bona fide be- 
lief that it would lead to a. final settle- 
ment. 


The correspondent adds: 
Both the 


president and the executive council ara 
firmly convinced that no finality is in- 
tended and that further concession 
would only postpone the struggle. The 
Transvaal regards herself as tricked 
into a proposal by Mr. Chamberlain. 
The Orange Free State will certainly 
stand by the Transvaal. 


The morning paper editorials regard 


*he crisis as having reached its most 
acute phase.

STow the Giants of tlie Yosemite Im- 


pressed a Traveler. 


We made a side trip to the big trees 


of tlie Mariposa group, which 
are 


about one hour's ride from the hotel, 
says a correspondent If the smallest 
of these Trees could be planted any- 
where in Penisylvf&ia, the railroads 
•would run excursion trains to it and 
make monej". The trees in this grove 
are so large that it takps a good while 
to fully appreciate the facts about the 
size of the biggest of them. 
The 


"Grizzly Giant" is 34 feet through at 
the base and over 300 feet high. This 
tree would overtop the spires on the 
Pittsburg cathedral by about 100 feet. 
The trunk of this tree is 100 feet 
clear to the first limb, which is 20 feet 
in circumferesce. 
Many other trees 


here are nearly as inrgo as this one, 
end there are 400 in the grove. 


Through it several tunnels have been 


cut, and a four horse stage can go 
through these tunnels on the run and 
never graze a hub. You get an ap- 
proach to an adequate idea of their 
size by walking off a hundred yards or 
so while the stage is standing at the 
foot, of a tree and glancing from top 
to bottom, keeping the stage in mind 
as a means of comparison. The stage 
and horses look like the little tin outfit 
that Santa Clause brought you when 
you were a good little boy. 


These trees arejio longer to be called 


the largest in the world, however. A 
species of eucalyptus has been found 
in Australia as large or larger. Emer- 
son warns us against the use of the 
superlative, but. when you are in this i 
region of the globe you can't get along j 
without a liberal use of it. He himself 
says of Yosemite, "It is the only spot 
I have ever'found that came up to the 
brag." And as I stood in the big tree 
grove I remembered that some one 
railed Emerson himself "the Sequoia 
of the human race."—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.

TOMATO DISH K?. 
i 


Few persons apprecuu- ;lie full value j 


of the tomato in the fiiniil., bill of fare, j 
In the average home, it appears as a i 
salad, in soup, stewed, and, perhaps, j 
baked or scalloped. "When it has been i 
thus served, most housekeepeis consider 
that they have exhausted its capabili- 
ties. On the contrary, they have hardly 
touched upon its possibilities. 


The increasing familiarity with sauces 


as the cook's potent aids in converting 
Did dishes into new, has made tomato 
sauce popular as an accompaniment to 
certain compounds of macaroni, but even 
those who use the sauce in this manner 
do not all know how admirable it is to 
serve with boiled or baked fish, or with 
roast mutton, or as a vehicle for shrimps 
or as a zgst for eggs. Apart from this, 
the tomato, not made into a sauce, but 
employed either fresh or canned, may 
come to the table in a variety of easily 
prepared and savoury combinations that 
will appeal to the, family caterer as be- 
ing the new and inexpensive dishes she 
is always seeking. 


GRILLED TOMATOES. 


Cut large, firm tomatoes into thick 


Slices. 
Do not peel. Rub an oyster- 


broiler lightly with butter, lay on it 
the slices of tomato and broil over a 
qlear fire. Have ready a sauce made by 
•working a teaspoonful each of minced 
fcarsley and of lemon-juice into two table- 


• -peon-fills of butter. Sprinkle the toma- 
' toes with pspper and salt, put the sauce 
on them, let them stand, covered in the 
open oven or plate-warmer, a couple of 
minutes, or until the butter is melted, 
and serve. 


TOMATOES AND BACON. 


Prepare tomatoes as in the preceding 


recipe, omitting the sauce. Keep them . 
hot while you -bro'il or fry thin slices of 
bacon to a delicate ciisp. Arrange the 
tomatoes on a dish, lay a slice or two of 
the bacon on each piece of the tomato, 
pepper lightly and serve. This is an ex- 
cellent breakfast dish. 


If for any reason it is not convenient 


to broil the tomatoes, they may be fried 
in butter or in olive oil. drained dry and 
served in the same fashion. 
TQMATOES AND POACHED EGGS. 


Cook tomatoes by either of th^e preced- 


ing recipes, or stew them until tender. 
If you do the latter, strain off the thin, 
•watery liquor that comes from them 
in cooking, and set it aside for sauces or 
for seasoning. 
Make of the thick por- 


tion of the tomato a. layer in the bottom 
of a platter, seasoning to taste with pep- 
per and salt, and if desired, with a few- 
drops sof onion juice, make aH very hot 
"and 
lay on the bed thus prepared, care- 


fully poached eggs. If fried eggs are 
preferred, they may be substituted. Dust 
thenn with a little salt and pepper, and 
Eerve at once. 


CREAMED TOMATOES. 


Cut'firm tomatoes into thick slices, and 


fry them until tender in a couple of table- 
spoonfuls of butter. Have *eady a cup- 
ful of white sauce made by cocking to- 
gether a tablespoonful each of butter 
and flour to the bubbling point, and then 
pouring upon them a half-pint of inilk 
—or, better still, a half-pint of mingled 
milk and cream. 
Cook, stirring con- 


stantly until the sauce thickens, dish the 
tomatoes and turn the sauce upon th'p/m, 
'after seasoning them suitably with pep- 
per and salt. 


TOMATO FRITTERS. 


• Make a batter of a cupful of flour, a 
cupful of water, a tablespoonful of but- 
ter, a aaltspoonful of salt and the white 
of an egg. The water should be just warm 
enough to melt the butter, but not hot. 
Stir 'the two into the sifted and salted 


• flour, mixing carefully, and lastly, beat 
In the whipped white of an egg. Into the 


• batter thus made dip rattusr thick slices 
, of peeled tomatoes, and fry in deep, hot 
fat to a light, delicate brown. The to- 
matoes may be sprinkled with salt and 
pepper before dipping them in the batter, 
•or the fritters may be seasoned after they 
fcre cooked. 


CURRIED TOMATOES. 


Put into a frying-pan a heaping table- 


epoonf ul of butter and half a small onion, 
grated. Cook until the latter begins to 
brown—about two minutes 
and stir in 


a scant teaspoonful of curry powder. In 
this fry thick slices of tomato until ten- 
der, sprinkle with salt and serve. 


Another method of preparing curried 


tomatoes is to cook them by the recipe 
eiven for creamed tomatoes, adding a 
teaspoonful ol curry powder to the 
cream sauce and ponring this over the 
fried tomatoes. 
TOMA.TOES STTTFFED WJTH MEAT. 


Select large, firm tomatoes, cut off 


*he tops and scoop out the inside pulp. 
Do not peel. Chop fine a cupful of cold 
meat—it may be fowl or tongue or ham, 
or evt>n lamb, mutton or beef, if the lat- 
ter are well seasoned. With tlie meat 
put a half-cupful of fine bread-crumbs, 
a tablespoonful of butter, and salt, pep- 
per, parsley and onion juice—the quan- 
tity of these to be used must be deter- 
mined by the amount of seasoning there 
already is in the meat—and after sprink- 
ling the inside of the tomato shells with 
a very little salt and pepper, fill them 


with the mixture of meat, crumbs, etc. 
If this seems too dry, it may be moistened 
•with & small quantity of gravy or soup- 
stock, or even with milk or cream. Ar- 
range the tomato* in a pudding dish, 
replace the tops, lay a cover over them 
and bake half an hour. Serve in the 
dish in which they were cooked. 
TOMATOES STUFFKD WITH CORN. 


Prepare the tomatoes as in the preced- 


ing r?cipe, place them in the bake-dish 
and fill them with a mixture of a cupful 
Of grated green corn, half a. cupful of 
bread-crumbs, a tablespoonful each of 
milk and butt*r, a. teaspoonful of white 
sugar and salt and pepper to taste. 
TOMATOES STUFFED WITH RICE. 


Fill tomato shells prepared as above 


directed with cold boiled rice, to which 
has been added two tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, half a teaspoonful of 
onion juice, salt and paprica. When the 
shells are filled strew the contents of 


i each thickly with grated cheese before 


j laying on the tops. Bake covered hair 


an hour. If the flavor of onion is not 
liked, it may be omitted from the dish.

Generally cut up the fruit into small 


I bits, and nearly cover with water. It 
| will depend on the fruit whether more 


or less water should be used. Cover the 


I kettle and boil slowly until the fruit is 


broken to pieces. Put the fruit, juice and 
all, in a coarse bag, hanging the same in 
a warm place to allow the juice to drip. 
Toward the last of the dripping take 
two spoons and press very lightly on the 
sides of the bag to force the remaining 
juice through. Do not be too economi- 
cal about getting out every bit of the 
juice, for the more you squeeze it the 
cloudier the jelly will be when finished. 
Measure the juice, and to every pint al- 
low one pound of sugar; put the juice on 
the lire, and after it begins to boil, let it 
continue to do so for just twenty min- 
utes. Do not cover the juice, and do 
not let it boil too hard. Skim frequently. 
At the same time you put the Juice on 
place the sugar in a pan in the oven to 
heat; stir it up frequently from the bot- 
tom; 
should it brown a little on top it 


\vill not harm it. When the time of boil 
ing is up, throw the sugar into the boil- 
ing juice, stirring constantly. 
It will 


hiss as it falls in, and melt at once. Let 
the jelly just come to a boil and dip out 
Have ready a heated pitcher with a 
piece of cheese cloth, wet in hot water 
over the top. Put each dipperful of the 
jelly through this strainer, it -will run 
through Hke water, and if the cloth is as 
hot as you can wring it out of the water 
there will be no waste of the jelly. Have 
the jelly glasses standing in a pan of hot 
water; take out, drain a. minute, and 
turn the jelly in from the pitcher. Fill 
the glasses full and set away to cool. 
If these rules are followed out, no one 
need have poor or cloudy jelly. If It 
geems not quite as solid the next day as 
desired, set the glasses in the sun, and it 
will shrink to any desired consistency. 
Seal the top of the glasses over with 
white paper. Use only the best white 
granulated sugar. Loaf sugar is better 
Btill if one can afford it.

BREAD-AND-BUTTER PUDDING. 
Butter thin slices of bread sufficient to 


two-thirds fill a two-quart pudding 


j dish. Butter the dish thick-Iy with cold 
I butter and put in a layer of bread; sprin- 
1 kle over it a little cinnamon and grat- 


ed nutmeg and add a generous layer of 
raisins, and so on until the bread is 
used. Cover with milk and let it stand 
over night or several Hours. Then drain 
off the milk which the bread has not ab- 
sorbed, and add to it four eggs, well 
beaten, three-quarters of a cup of sugar, 
and half a teaspoonful of salt. Pour 
this into the dish, press the bread down 
eeveral times,then add enough more milk 
to fill nearly to the top of the dish. Bake 
in a moderate oven three hours, cover it 
at first, but do not stir it. 


BRAISED LAMB* LIVER. 


Trim, %vash and dry a lamb's liver. 


Lard it well with salt pork, and dredge 
with salt and pepper. In a deep pan put 
layers of thinly sliced carrots and on- 
ions (.two good sized ones of each), a 
stalk of parsley, one of celery, and a 
clove. On this lay the prepared liver, 
pour into the pan one cupful of boiling 
water or stock, cover closely and place in 
a moderate oven for two hours and a. 
half. Thicken the gravy and serve with 
it, serving the vegetables in a sepa'rate 
dish.

How Tltev Treated Dewey at Nice 


Thp French may not think that the 


admiral won a groat victory; 
their 


sympathies in the late war may have 
been wilh Spain. A morning paper, in 
an account of the admiral's deed, says: 
"Our readers know that he is cele- 
brated for having destroyed with a. 
modern squadron, well armed and ar- 
mored, the 
poor 
wooden ships of 


Spaniards grouped under his cannon at 
Cavite." Possibly that is the general 
opinion of the French people. It does 
not matter this way or that to any- 
body, unless to them, what they think. 
For, thanks to their punctiliousness, 
officers and men have had every favor 
they could desire or expect unless they 
were Russians. If they were Russians 
they would have 
been hugged 
and 


kibsed, so they are glad that they are 
not Russians. 


The admiral said he would be here at 


eight a. m., and at just eight a. m., 
the Olympia was made fast 
to the 


buoy nearest the shore which Monsieur 
the Commissaire had reserved for her. 


Monsieur the Commissaire was at 


Tillefranche at seven ready to wel- 
come the admiral in the name of the 
Admiral de la Jaille, Maritime Prefect 
of Toulon. It would have broken his 
heart if a. full admiral had been com- 
pelled to wait an hour after his flag- 
ship anchored to receive this welcome. 


Rear-Admiarl Bienaime, who com- 


mands the superior school of the navy, 
was in the liaibor before the admiral 
having come here as a matter of re- 
spect to one holding the position of a 
full admiral in the navy of a friendly 
power. 
His flagship, the 
Admiral 


Charner. and the Davoust and Friant 
v ere grouped around the vacant buoy 
which awaited the coming of the dis- 
tinguished guest. Just as a little tug 
came purring out'as if she werepleased 
with her position as a cat on a rug be- 
fore the fire, to assist the Olympia to 
the buoy, our flagship, her whiteness 
intensified by the nearer contrast with 
the French cruisers, responded to the 
Admiral Charner's salute with a sa- 
lute to Admiral Bienaime. With the 
echo of her guns dying away, while she 
was swinging up to 
the buoy, 
the 


strains of the Marseillaise burst from 
the band on the Olympia's afterdeck. 
"I know your song, we have a song of 
freedom in America." Already I feel 
at home," the visitor seemed to say. 


In ten minutes after the Olympiawas 


at anchor Admiral Bienaime was on 
board to pay his official call. Admiral 
Dewey told him what a, pleasure it 
was to visit a port which he ass-ciated 
with the most pleasant recollections; 
and ho drank a glass of champagne 
with Admiral Bienaimo. After Admiral 
Bienaime came Monsieur the Commis- 
saire, in the proper order and at the 
right moment, mounting the gangway 
with a step as light as tha.t of the ad- 
miral himself. He expressed to the ad- 
miral the best -wishes of the Maritime 
Prefect of Toulon. The admiral said 
that he would send Captain Lamberton 
ashore on the following day to return 
the call.—Frederick Palmer in Collier's 
Weekly. 


Reforming; tbe Canon* 


In several western states some* in- 


teresting experiments have been made 
with a. view to simplifying1 the pro- 
cess of electing delegates at primary 
meetings or caucuses. The plan adopt- 
ed is known as the "concurrent cau- 
cus" plan, and it provides that both 
political parties shall hold their pri- 
mary meetings at the. same time and in 
the same hall or building. The advan- 
tages claimed for it by its advocates 
are numerous a.nd varied. 
In 
the 


first place it reduces expenses by re- 
ducing the number of meetings. Sec- 
ondly, it prevents repeating. Thirdly, 
it obviates the possibility of packing 
party caucuses with voters belonging 
to or in affiliation with the opposing 
party. 
For these reasons the plan 


will necessarily commend itpelf to the 
favor o£ all citizens i\ho desire the 
simplification of political methods and 
the elimination of fraud from the pri- 
maries. 


Massachusetts has made some pro- 


gress ini the work or caucus reform, 
but it is still behind some of the west- 
ern commonwealths in this respact, 
California, and Ohio have r>ractlcally 
adapted the1 concurrent plant of pri- 
iniiiyelections and the reports show that 
it haft worked satisfactorily. Popular 
(ileHlon'H should give rmphntlr expres- 
sion lo the popular will. 
It is seldom 


tluil Ihih ri'sull in ri'iii'lic'd. Tin; poli- 
tic-kins who seek ouiy Uwsii' OWN "S- 


grrandixement eo manipulate caucuses 
and conventions that the people are 
thwarted in their effort to secure, the 
election of the most honest and cap- 
able men to public places. 


A study of the plan- of concurrent 


primary meetings will ehow its value 
as a factor in electoral reform. But it 
do«s not go far enough, and those 
whose duty it will be to prepare a com- 
prehensive scheme for the simplification 
and purification of local elections must 
enlarge its scope. To do thia effective- 
ly it is essential that precinct caucuses 
be provided for. If both political par- 
ties, in Boston for example, should be 
compelled by law to hold all their cau- 
cuses om a given, day in every pre- 
cinct in the city, no citizen could com- 
plain that he had not an* opportunity 
to give free impression to his preference 
for the candidates for whom he de- 
sired to vote at the polls- Voters from 
one party could not take part in the 
caucus of another party, a.nd no voter 
could practice repeating. 
The ward 


caucus fosters and encourages fraud. 
A proper scrutiny of the lists cannot be 
made, and consequently many illegal 
votes are cast. The tumult and con- 
fusion arising from the crowding of a 
large number of voters in a con- 
tracted place, assists the pereptrators 
of fraud 
and minimize the chance 


of detection. 
Simultaneous primary 


meetings 
in 
the 
several 
precincts 


would correct these 
evils while af- 


fording ample opportunty for all citi- 
zens to vote leisurely and with com- 
fort and freedom from rowdyism. 


Another advantage would acrue from 


the adoption of the concurrent plan. It 
would bring the people into close touch 
with political affairs. 
The primary 


caucus would be a reproduction or re- 
vival of the town meeting. It would 
recognize the people as a source of 
power, which is a prime essential of 
a pure democracy. 
Under the exist- 


ing- system the politicians and the boss- 
es stand between the people and the 
candidates for ofhce. 
They manipu- 


late the primary meetings and the con- 
ventions and they prevent the full ex- 
ercise of the- right of choice. Delegates 
to conventions are elected by the mass 
of the voters in caucus, but when the 
delegates get to the convention they 
become creatures of the political -\\ ire- 
pullers and their votes are made the 
subjects of trade and. barter, just like 
so much merchandise. 
Let the peo- 


ple select their own candidates at con- 
current primary meetings; let the con- 
vention be abolished; and the com- 
munity will be enabled to witness gen- 
uine electoral reform and public offi- 
cers will be chosen because of their 
fitness.—Boston Beacon.

THE LOCUST PEST. 


Interesting Investigations! l>y aa Ag- 


ricultural Department Kxyert. 


Every year siuoe the invasion, of cer- 


tain western stales, particularly Kan- 
sas and Colorado, .by the Rocky moun- 
tain locust, or western grasshopper, in 
the years 1S74 and 1STC the division of 
entomology ot the 1'uited States de- 
partment of agriculture has seut au 
ageut into thy field In the western 
states each summer to study grasshop- 
per conditions for the purpose of eu- 
abliug tha department to predict, if 
possible, a future Invasion and to warn 
farmers well iu advance. This annual 
trip for the present year has just been 
completed, and the special agent, Mr. 
W. D. Hunter, lias just reported to 
Dr. Howard, the entomologist of the 
department. 


This year's investigations have been 


of speciM interest on account of a 
slight outbreak of the locust in North 
Dakota and on account of an unusual 
abundance of local noumigratory spe- 
cies iu different western states. More- 
over, a rather large swarm was seen 
In flight iu early August, the exact- set- 
tling point of which It is now difficult 
to approximate. 


Sariior in the summer a statement 


was published in certain western iiews- 
papors to the effect that it was consid- 
ered by entomologists that the Turtle 
mountain region in North Dakota and 
Montana probably was a permanent 
breeding ground of '•he destructive 
migratory 
grasshopper, a 
statement 


which occasioned much alarm and in- 
dignation on the part of railroads and 
other landowners in that part of the 
state. This region, therefore, was care- 
fully traversed and scrutinized by Mr. 
Hunter, who reports that the.migrato- 
ry grasshopper does not breed perma- 
nently in the Turtle mountains nor in 
ihat immediate vicinity. The proba- 
ble breeding ground, he thinks, is up- 
on the Assiuiboin river, north and 
east of Regina, a region which will be 
investigated next season.

Fertilizing an acre with wagon and 


shovel takes 50 hours, while with a mod- 
ern drill the same work is done ia an 
hour. 


A machine for making nmbrella covers 


does in 20 minutes the work that former- 
ly required 4 hours and li9 minutes by 
hand. 


Sewing the vamps on 100 pairs of wo- 


men's fine shoes takes 10 hours by ma- 
chine as compared with 100 hours by 
hand. 


One acre of oats is harvested with a 


self binder in two hours as against 16 
hours and 40 minutes using a sickle and 
cradle. 


One thousand paper bags, which for- 


merly took 6 hours and 20 minutes to 
tnake by hand, are now turned out finish- 
ed by a machine in 20 minutes. 


With a machine that reaps, thrasher,
